HE Marquis de Prie, ana his Laay, attended with a very numerous Re- 
tinue, fer out Yefterday{for Ghent, where the Marquis is to lay before tht 
States of the Province of Flanders, the A@ of Succeffion, in order to their @p- 
proving and regilteritig it, asthe States of Brabant have already done ; during 
their Jaft Sitting, the Marquis fubficuted the Count de Laling, to execute that 
Commiflion in his ftead, Bubit was not practible at that Time, becanfe the 
States being them aflembled in the.ordinaty Way ; the Nobles who never come 
totheir Aflembly, but. when they are.conveened. by extraordinary Summons, 
were abient : Thetcfore as the. trence of that Body is abfolutely neceflary, 
io an Affair of thac Moment, it could not then be laid betore rhe States, the prine 
cipal Members of that Province biting « fired the Marquis de Prie tobe perfon- 
ally prefent, when that Affair is andertheir Deliberation ; his Excellency hag 
thought proper to grant cheic Reque®#. . The, AGions of our India Company are 
got up to 15 per Cent. advance, few Sellers but abundance of Buyers.

Genoa, Auguf 7. We have recived here a very melancholly Account of 2 
tragical Accident, which happened lately a Meffina inthe foliowing Manner ; An 
Officer having bought of aShop-keepet of his Acquaintance, a Piece of Cloth very 
cheap, another Officer went thither alfo, to buy fome-at the above Rate; bur the 
Shop-keeper would not let him have ic fo; and told him that the Occafion ot his 
felling the firft Parcel fo cheap to the other, was on acco unt of Favours he had re- 
ceived from him : Upon thisthe Officer ftruck him on the Head with his Cane, 
which fo inraged the Shopkeeper, That he fhot him dead immediately, and fled 
to the Church for Refuge. As foon as General Wallis heard of it, be fent a De- 
tachment of Soldies to fetch him out, but the Cannons. of theChurch oppofing them, 
they fired among them, killed two, wounded two orbers, who diced foon after, 
catry’d off the Shop-keepery” and hang’d him over-againlt the faid Church. The 
Bifhop has excommunicated all the Petfons whohad a Hand in thefejriolent Pro- 
ceedings. The whole City being in an Uproar about it, -Gerieral Wallis hasthought 
fit to retire to the Caftle = _— 

Paris, Auguf 14. The Britifh aad Duch Minifters at this Court have frequent 
Conferences with thofe of the Emperor, concerning the Eftablifhment of the Eaft 
India Company at Oftend; and the Furmer are preparing Draughts of the Anf- 
wers given by the Imperial Minifters, in orderto tranfmit chem to Hanover and 
the Hague. + 

Itis publickly faid, Thatthe Emperor is firmly refolved ro fupport the Grant 
he has given to that Company; neverthele‘s its faid, that fome Expedients are 
propofed tor accommodating that Affair, in a friendly Manner. 


From the Flying Poft. 


Conftantinople, Guly 12, It feems as if the Grand Seignior had refolved to 
{pend the reft of his Days in Peace, for he avoids all Occafions of a Rupture 
with the Emperor; and the Grand Vifier has again aflured the Imperial Refident, 
that his Highnefs intends to give no Difturbance to the Repofe of Europe: And 
to prevent giving the Emperor any Umbrage, Orders.are fent to moft of the Jani- 
zaries whojwork upon the Fortifications of Nizza, Widdin, and Bibaz, in Croatia, 
toretire elfewhere as foon-asthey are doné ; and molt of the Sultanas and Gallies 
that failed with Troops and Ammunition tothe Dardanelles, are returned. An 
Aga is alfo fent with Orders to the Governours of Algier, ‘Tunis and Tripoli for 
renewing the Peace withthe Dutch, as well as the Subje&s of the Emperor and 
Republick of Venice. TheSon ofthe dethron’d King of Perfia continues at 
Tauris, and the Ufurper Meriweys at If{pahan. An Ambaflador from the For- 
mer having been ftopped by the Bafhaw of Erzerum till farther Orders from the 
Porte, has fent two Perfons hither to complain of it, and to fhew the Grand 
Vifier the Copy of his Credentials. 

Petersburg, Anguft 2. Thereis no Appearance when the Gallics, which have 
been here fo long waiting for Ordeas, will fail. An Expefs arrived the 27th In- 
ftant from Revel, with Advice, that the Duke of Holftein Gottorp is failed 
with the Frigates, -in} order, a$ they fay, to go to the Diet at Stockholm, andthank 
the States of Sweden for grafting him the Title of Royal Highnefs. 

Florence, Auguf~3. ’Tigsfaid that the Englith take Umbrage at fome fecret 
Preparations ofthetSpainards, and for this Reafon they are making Gibraltar and 
Portmahon as ftrong as poffible. | 
‘ Conningsberg, Auguft to. Laft Night an Order came to the Cuftome-houfe from 
his Pruflian Majefty, forbidding the importation of Salt from France, Spain, and 
other Foreign Countries, on Pain of Death.

Ratisbon, Auguft 16. ‘The Minifters of Wirtzbtrgh, Bamburg and Spire, have 
received Orders from their Mafters, like to thofe which the Emperor fent to his 
to forbear their Vifits to the Baron de Vriesbergh, 'the Hanoverian Minifter, be~ 
caufe they look upon him as the Auther of the famous Proje& of the Proteftants; 
which amongft other ‘Things takes Notice, that fome of the Emperor’s Minifters 
are not fo zealous as they fhould be for redreffing the Religious‘Grievances itt 
the Empire. But the Baron, who has done nothing without Order from 
the King his Mafter, , is not at all difcouraged or intimidated; but on the 
contrary redoubles his Diligences~to fupport the oppreffed Proteftants, and 
to procure them the Redrefs of their Grievances, as knowing that without it 
there never canbe Harmony or a Good Underftanding among the Members 
of the Empire. 

Paris, “Augi 06. The Jefuites, who had a great Lof$ in the Death of the 
Jate Prime Minilter, leave no Sione unturn’d torepair it, “His briends extol his 
Abilities to the Skics, and fay that he was a greater Politician than rhe Catdi- 
nals Richlieu acd Mazaripe, tho’ his Father was but a Chirurgion of Brievela 
Guillerde, in Limoufin ; Mean time all the World ought to know, that it was 
his fingular Merit, as well as his Attachment to the Amg and the Duke of Or- 
leans, to whom he had been Precepror, that raifed him to the higheft Honours 
of the State. *Tis reported, that he left the King his Service of guilded Plate, 
which is finely wrought, and reckoned at leaft worth 2e0 coo Crowns. 

Hague, Auguft 25. They write from Dafleldorp, That the EleGor Palatine has 
ordered Executions to be brought againft the Clergy, if they don’t, in'a Week’s 
Time, pay’the firft Tierce of the Subfidy granted him by the Pope out of their 
Revenues; which is not unlike’ to be the Source of more Religious Grievances, 
or at leaft, of Clamours about the Tyche Pig. by 

The Governmenr of Bruffels has examined Mr. Colebrook’s Papers, but can 
make nothing out of them; fo that ’tis fuppofed he has brought away the mof 
material hither. ’Tis affirmed, That the Reafon for their fecuring his Papers 
was, becaufe he had difcovered to fome Porentates, all the Advantages propo- 
fed by erecting the new Eaft India Company, as a Revenge for his not being 
made a. DireGor. . 

Hague, Augult 28. We have an Account, by Ships arrived this Week from the 
Ealt indies atrer a very quick Paflage, That our Colonies there are in a very 
flourifhing Condition, and that Trade increafes there confiderably, particularly 
with the Chinefe and Japponefe: So that we are not a little furprized to find, 
that in the Ltalian Gaxette there’s the following Article trom Vienna, dated the 
rqth Inftant, woich.can have no other Foundation, than to advance the Subicri- 
ption of the Oftend Company. 

“ They write from the Eaft Indies, By the Way of Mofcovy, That itis now, 
Eight Months fince all Commerce was prohibited with the Dutch in the Ja- 
ponefe City of Namgazacki, whichis a very large fine City, havirg 800 ncat 
trait Streets, all parallel, and each 1200 Foot in Length. We have an Ac+ 
count by the fame Way, That all the Dutch feted in that Kingdom have re- 
ceived Orders to depart within 6 Months time, atthe Requeft of the Chi- 
nef¢ Emperor, who has amind they fhould depart his Dominions. But on. 
the contrary, all che Ships arriv’d trom the Aultrian Netherlands with the Im-. 
perial Flag, are not only permitted a free Trade, but are.received with all 
Marks of Honour and Demontftrations of Joy, both at Japanand China. This 
is a Demonltration, of what Advantages may be expeGted from the Oftend 


Company, fince they have obtained the Liberty of traffiquing in Foreign King- 
doms, with a Preference to other Nations ! 
N. B. *Tis worth the Readet’s Obfervation to remark, What a valt Addition 
the /ralian Gazetteer has made to the Buildings ot Namgazacki, compart’d with 
the Account given, not many Years ago, by Schouten, wno being a Dutchman, 
was, no doubt, as well acquainted with the Dimenfions of this City, as the I- 
talian 5 and he makes it contain but 88 Streets. ’Tis alfo very odd, That the

Japonefe fhould fo fuddenly be sesiesita' vd a Commerce with Papifts; for ic 
‘was but t’othér Day that they were fo aftaid of bringing in of Priefts and Je. 
fuites, that if a Dutchman died Aboard, a Mandarin was fure to vifit the Corpfe 
before it was brought Afhore to be interr’d: Nor did the Dutch dare to take 
any Perfons Aboard for this Country, but fuch as would prove themfelves Na- 
-tives of Holland; befides, whenever a Dotch Ship came into Porf, the Japo- 
.nefe Waiters opened all their Bales and Chefts, to {earch tor all Books that con- 
.tain the Pi@ures of Saints, Beads and Crucifixes, in order to hide them on fhore 
-till the Ship was ready to go off: Therefore, let the Reader be the Judge of 
this fudden Avertion to Proteftant Dutchmen, and thisfudden Fondnefs tor the 
Popith SubjeAs of the Auftrian Netierlands. 

Wehear; That the Vice-chancellor of the petty Republic of Tripoli, is co- 
- ming hither, to renew the Peace wich the States General. 

Letters of the 7th Inftant. from Rome, fay, that the Pretender has had a long 
Conference at Villa Negroni, with the Pope’s Secrecary Cardinal Spinola; and 
that he often writes Letters to Cardinal Alberoni, which, foie think, is to me-

fome Bufinefs of much greater Importance. Mean time, Alberoni’s Affairs are
